Mrs. Nickels Declares Her 
Faith in Husband Despite 
Accusations, 


GIRL LEFT HIS HOME 
Said He Had Forced Her Into 
Improper Relations 
With Him, 








Joseph Nickels, an Alton grocer, was 
found dead in the cellar under his g&To- 
cery store at 6 a. m. Thursday by his 
wife. He had shot himself with a re- 
volver, which was found by his side. 
He was 65 years old, and his wife, aged 
61, believes that, he ended his life to 
convince her that an accusation made 
against him by her 16-year-old niece 
was untrue. Mrs. Nickels says that she 
did not need this proof of her husband's 
faithfulness, and that she has never 
for one moment doubted him, in spite 
of the assertions of her niece. 

Nickels has conducted a grocery store 
in Yager Park, Alton, for many years. 
He and his wife lived in rooms over the 
Store and they were prosperous and 
contented. Last October they sent to 
Canada for Mrs. Nickels’ niece, Clara 
Evarts, and she came to Alton and 
made her home with the aunt and uncle. 
Clara, according to Mrs. Nickels, was 


wishes of Mr. and Mos. Nickels and 
at times stayed away all night. 


Girl Left Aunt’s Home. 
Sunday evening the girl asked permis- 


sion to go to church. She was told she 
could go if she would be back by 9 
o'clock. She promised and went away, 
but she did not return that night nor 
Tuesday. Wednesday a telephone més- 
sage told Mr. Nickels that the girl was 
with her brother, William, on Selle 
street, Alton. 

Wednesday evening, Clara, her brother 
and Harry Robinson went to the Nickels 
home and demanded the girl’s clothing. 
Mrs. Nickels says she argued with the 
girl about her course and begged her 
to remain at her home. The girl was 
obdurate and deciared that she was 
going elsewhere to live. 

‘Very well,”’ said Mrs. 
you are determined to go, you may go. 
But I wili not heln you in any way. 
You will have to pack your clothes 
yourself. I think you had better stay 
here and while I will not interfere with 
your going I will not aid you,”’ 

Then the uncle used his persuasive 
powers in an effort to induce the girl 
to change her mind. The girl lost her 
temper and, turning on Mr. Nickels, ac- 
cused him of forcing her into improper 
relations with him. The accusation 
staggered him and made him turn to 
his wife and say: 

“That is not true! 
it, do you?” 

“No, I do. not believe ‘,”° 
said. “I know it is n& true.” 

“Tt is true,’ the girl vehemently de- 
clared, ‘‘and that is the reason he does 
not want me to leave and that is the 
reason I am going.’ 

Uncle and aunt turned away together 
and the girl packed her clothing and 
departed. The wife assured her  hus- 
band that she had faith in him but he 
worried, All night he tossed on 
his bed and at 3 a. m. he arose and 
dressed. When his wife asked him 
where he was going he sald that it was 
too hot to sleep and that he would sit 
on the porch for a time. 

Mrs Nickels went to sleep again. At 
6 o'clock she arose and was Surprised to 
find that her husband had not returned. 
She did not think that she would open 
the store so early 80 she went down 
stairs to investigate. She found her 
husband siting on the step of the cellar 
behind the store with his head between 
his knees. He was dead and the pistol 
with which he had killed himself lay 
beside him. 

The weapon had been held so close 
that his® clothing had been set on fire. 
He had left no note or word of farewell.

TAGGART AFT 
NEW MONTE CARLO 


Plans Palatial Resort in Colo- 
rado Along West 
Baden Lines.

DENVER, Colo... Aug. 
Thomas Taggart of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee is to have a new West 
Baden Monte Carlo, and it is to be lo- 
cated in Grand County, in the beautiful 
Middle Park, the waters of whose 
streams flow into the Pacific. 

It will be on the line of the new 
Moffatt Scenic road, 120 miles west of 
Denver. An Eastern syndicate, acting 
for Taggart, has taken an option on the 
hot sulphur springs which give’ the 
Grand County seat its nanre, the price 
being $200,000. When the deal is closed 
the syndicate will expend another $200,- 
000 in building hotels and improving the 
springs. The low-roofed bath houses 
now in-use will be torn down and will 
be replaced by a handsome structure. 

These hot sulphur springs were ac- 
quired in the sixties by Wm. N. Byers, 
a Denver pioneer editar, at nominal cost, 
and are now owned by his son, Frank. 
They have long been famous for their 
high medicinal qualities and were the 
favorite resort of Indians who oceupied 
this region before the whites came. Over 
1000 acres of land is owned there by 
Byers, but it is not certain that all of it 
will be bought by Taggart.

THE FREE BRIDGE. 

The letter of President O’Reilly of the Board of 
Public Improvements pledging his best work to carry 
out the will of the people concerning the municipal 
bridge, within the scope of his duties and powers, is 
a refreshing note from the City Hall. His state- 
ment of the mode of procedure with his pledge to 
act when the preliminary steps have been taken, 
clears the atmosphere. 

The Municipal Assembly must provide for the is- 
suance of the bonds, under the direction of the 
Mayor and Comptroller; the bridge must be located 
in conjunction with the Secretary of War; the plans 
and specifications for the structure must be prepared 
by the board and embodied in ordinances, by the 
Municipal Assembly. 

This simple program covers a large amount of 
work, which will require high capacity and industry 
applied to most important problems. The location 
-of the bridge, the plans for its construction and 
operation with the facilities necessary to that pur- 
pose involve questions of vital import, the de- 
termination of which calls for the best judgment 
and skill. 

V8ith the exception of the actual plans and speci- 
fications for the construction of the bridge these 
problems must be solved by the Municipal Assembly. 
We believe it cannot do better than create at the 
earliest possible time a capable commission to study

A TRAVESTY ON JUSTICE. 

Within fifty-three minutes after Allen Mathis, a 
negro charged with assault, was brought into the 
courtroom at Mayfield, Ky., he was hanged. When 
the’ negro was brought into court the jury was in 
the box, the gallows and rope were ready. There 
were no arguments. There was no appeal. 

This mode of procedure was a shade mote legal! 
than lynching, but only a shade. it was lynching 
under some of the forms of law. The tragedy was 
set with the scenery and properties of a courtroom. 
But the Judge, jury, Sheriff, prosecutor and gai- 
lows were all ready to convict and execute an ac- 
eused. man, and the farcical form of a trial rather 
emphasized the travesty on justice. They mocked 
law. 

Perhaps the fact that the mob preferred to do 
their work in a courtroom with the accessories of 
justice, rather than to follow the usual procedure 
of lynching indicated a faint notion that some re- 
spect should be shown for the institutions of civ- 
ilization. We indulge the hope that this slight 
movement towards law and order sentiment will 


grow into a genuine regard for those institutions 


and a public opinion which will make a travesty on 
- justice in court, or a mob execution out of court 


impossible.

AN INTELLECTUAL TRIUMPH, 
Baron Gentaro Kodama, who died in Tokio last 
week, was known as the “brain of the Japanese 
army.” But, when the war with Russia broke out, he 
had had little or no experience in warfare and had 
hever held high command in the field. 
He thought out the Manchurian campaign in a 


room in « building overlooking the palace moat. In 


_ the room were a plain square table and three chairs. 


On the table were a few sheets of paper and a pencil. 

As an “organizer of victory” Baron Kodama is the 
more remarkable, because he was only an “armchair 
strategist” But his case illustrates the radical al- 
teration which has taken place In the art of war. 
Physical science plays a greater part in the move- 
ment and fighting of armies than in the days of 
Grant and Lee, or even in those af Moltke. A hbat- 
tle line in the old days was long enough if it cov-

Freckles are deposits of carbon be- 
neath the outer. skin. 

Place some blistering fluid over one 
and the outer skin will come away 
and the freckle with it. 

To follow this severe method of treat- 
ing them would be paying dear for one’s 
g00d looks. 

Try instead this simple remedy, which 
is frequently successful: 

Apply to the face five or six times a 
day a saturated solution of borax in 
rosewater, and allow it to dry on the 
skin. _ 

Another excellent remedy for more 
obstinate cases is, mix thoroughly oil 
of almonds, a teaspoonful; add enough 
lemon juice to make a thick paste; 
spread it on the face fn a thin plaster, 
night and morning, until the skin 
smarts. 

In a few days the outer skin should 
loosen and peel off, as dead skin, almost 
imperceptibly, and the freckles disap- 
pear. 

After they have gone the skin should 
be bathed several times a day with a 
solution of borax. 

Lemon juice alone is known to be 
quite effectual and comparatively harm- 
less in removing freckles. 

The skin should first be softened by 
some almond paste or a light poultice. 
and a freshly cut lemon then rubbed on 
the spot. 

One must use one’s own discretion in 
using recipes or preparations, repeating 
it as often as many be necessary or ac- 
cording to the manner it may act upon 
one. 

Some skins are delicate and require 
light  restoratives, others demand 
stronger measures. 

Lotions of vichy water are recom- 
mended as wonderfully effective in ob- 
literating freckles. 

Apply night and morning, continue for 
several minutes, and let it dry without 
wiping. 

Some skins and temperaments demand 
the curative powers of the minerals that 
flow from the earth, others the vegeta- 
ble compounds. 

But whatever the case, the more sim- 
ple and natural remedies are found to 
be the most effectual.—Philadelphia 
Press.

Prisoners - Carried in Convey- 
ance in Which They Came 
From County. 





USED IT AS “HURRY-UP” 





Report of Fight at Ferguson 
Makes the Lally Twins 
Active. 


There was a real stage coach ‘“‘hold- 
up’ in St. Louis when Policemen Jim 
ead Pete Lally captured the outfit and 
mioted it to the Newstead Avenue Sta- 
tion. They wanted two men in the 
stage party, and considered that the 
best way to get them was to “hold up’’ 
the coach and capture the entire party. 

The coach was a six-horse affair be- 
longing to Jullus S. Walsh. A party of 
men, including John O'Donnell of 4829 
aston avenue and Richard Wipperling 
of 214 North Channing avenue, who 
claim to be employes of Walsh, and 
John D. Brennan of 316 North Channing 
avenue had driven in the coach to Fer- 
suson. Trouble had arisen there and 
had beaten 
trennan with a beer bottle, after witich 
the coach had started for St. I[.ouls, 
leaving Brennan out there. 

The Town Marshal of Ferguson had 
telephoned to the St. Louis police to in 
tereept the coach and arrest the two 
men, and Policeman Jim Lally of the 
Newstead Avenue Station was sent out 
on the trail. His twin brother, Police- 
man Pete Lally, went along. 

They figured that the coach would 
pass Channing avenue and Olive street. 
When it came Policeman Jim got the 
drop on Whipperling, who was driv- 
ing, and stopped the coach. Police- 
man Peter sprong into the coach with 
drawn revolver and covered the rest 
of the men and demanded to know 
which was O'Donnell. The latter an- 
nounced himself and was arrested. 

Policeman Jim took a seat beside 
Whipperling on the box and command- 
ead him to drive to the Newstead Ave- 
nue Station. This was done and both 
men were locked up. Later they were 
inken to the Four Courts. They say 
they acted tin self-defense.

oor ese the bridge. 
1e engine and two passenger cars 


rushed “on at high speed. Dotson, 
stunned and bruised, dragged himself to 


the summit of the embankment, expect- 
ing to see the train a mass of ruin and 
twisted iron and the tralnmen and pas- 
sengers pinioned In the wreckage. 

Stopping after a short distance, the 
crew backed the train up slowly. They 
found the fireman in the soft clay, his 
back injured. 

The switch leading into an abandoned 
track was not open, as the signal light 
indicated. The danger signal had been 
changed from red to white the day be- 
fore, but the bridge crew had not been 
notified of the change. 

Brakeman Thomas Parker was also 
in the cab at the time and prevented 
Engineer Hyndman from leaping. 

“| would rather be in a real wreck 
than be frightened like that,’ devlared 
Engineer Hyndman to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Thursday. 

“I would have jumped if Parker had 
not held me,’’ continued the engineer, 
‘“‘because I always obey signals. When 
we rounded the curve and approached 
the abandoned switch, I happened by 
mere chance to look at the signal, 
ook 
for it; because it is never used. When 
I saw the danger signal I shouted to 
Dotson to jump for his life. 

“Dotson leaped from the cab without 
further warning, and as I turned to 
jump Parker caught me by the arm.’’ 

“ "The switch is all right, Tom, don’t 
jump,’ he said. 

“I looked at the track. The switch 
was set right, but I held fast to the 
side of the cab as we passed over. I 
thought Dotson would be killed when I 
saw him jump.”’

Police Court Fines for Those 
Who Disregard Offi- 
cial Orders. 


The bacilli that croak in the high 
weeds in St. Louis’ suburbs are to be 
homeless if the Sanitary Department 
carries its regular summer weedcut- 
ting campaign through = successfully. 
No more will the New Jersey mos- 
quito breed undisturbed across the 
street to scatter malarial germs. The 
rag weeds and the high grass imust 
come down. Edward A. Noonan Jr., 
Assistant City Attorney, has issued 56 
weed summonses, and other courts 
have numerous weed cases docketed. 
Charles W. Francis, Assistant Health 


Commissioner, explaining the weed 
situation, said: ‘Last summer we 
mailed 2667 weedcutting notices to 
roperty owners. This summer, dur- 
ng the months of June and July, we 
have mailed 3060 such notices. Five 
days is allowed for the property own- 
er to cut weeds, and heretofore many 
have been granted leniency on the 
Bround that they could not obtain 
Weedcutting Co. is co-operating with 
Weedcutting Co. is coloperating with 
us. They get from us the list of those 
notified and mail a postal card to the 
address, saying that they are in the 
business. The old excuse is gone. In 
about 70 per cent of the cases the 
weeds are cut at once. The others go 
before the police courts on the charge 
of maintaining a nuisance. 

“Our great obstacle is finding the 
property owner’s address. We go to 
the Special Tax Office and to the As- 
sessor’s Office with the number of the 
lot overgrown with weeds. If the 
owner of unoccupled property is in 
St. Louis notice is at once sent him, 
but if he is a nonresident his weeds 
may grow as high as the City Hall 
and We have no recourse whatever. 
This defect in the law has been 
pointed out time and again.’ 


Sanitary Inspectors’ Work. 
When asked how the department finds 
the weeds Mr. Francis said: ‘St. 
Louis ts divided into seven sanitary dis- 
tricts in which we have a total of 
about thirty-three sanitary inspectors 
whose duty it is to report anything from 
a cesspoo] to a luxuriant growth of 
weeds. Any place likely to prove pro- 
ductive of disease is reported. Most of 
the weed complaints come from the po- 
lice and from persons living in the 
neighborhood. : 
‘‘Weeds are not hard to find. What we 
call the ‘weed district" lies west of 
Grand avenue, north of St. Louis av- 
enue and gouth of Arsenal street. One 
section with a heavy crop of weeds eyv- 
ery summer is the Henry Shaw estate, 
north of Shaw avenue, near Tower 
Grove Park. The property has never 
been subdivided into jots, and in such 
cases we can take no action.” : 

The city ordinance, section 608, pro- 
vides that any owner, lessee, or occu- 


| pant, or any agent, servant, or repre- 


sentative or employe who shall allow or 
maintain on any lot a growth of weeds 
to a height of over one foot shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and up- 
on conviction shail be fined not less than 
$10 nor more than $100 before any court 
having competent jurisdiction. The or- 
dinance further states that property not 
subdivided into lots Is not covered by 
the section.
